{Student  leader 
class  slated 
spring  quarter 

Comparison  studies  of 
school  governments 
to  feature  new  course

One  of  the  first  courses  of  ito 
kind  is  to  be  estaMished  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  next  quar- 
ter Outline  and  purpose  of  the 
course  was  released  this  week  by 
Keith  Fillmore,  ASBYU  president, 
and  Prof.  Stewart  Grow,  instruc- 
tor of  political  science. 

The  course,  which  will  be  taught 
in  the  political  science  division, 
will  be  designed  to  build  student 
leaders,  improve  the  student  gov- 
ernment at  BYU,  and  promote  a 
better  understanding  between  the 
faculty  administration  and  the 
student  government. 

Included  in  the  outline  of  study, 
which  will  incorporate  the  uscsj>f 
several  pertinent  books,  will  be* 
parliamentary  procedure  for  use 
in  conducting  club  or  organization 
meetings.  "Robert’s  Rules  of  Or- 
der,” will  also  be  discussed,  and 
adapted  for  use  in  modern  stu- 
dent government.  The  class  is  to 
be  of  the  discussion,  or  seminar 
type,  and  the  students  will  do  most 
of  the  actual  work,  Prof.  Grow 
stated,  while  he  will  act  as  a 
guide. 

Main  »bj«*<itlv©s 

Three  main  objectives  of  the 
course  was  outlined  by  Prof.  Grow 
as  follows:  (1)  a detailed  study 
of  the  government  here  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University:  how  it 
operates:  the  connection  between 
it  and  the  administration:  and 
how  it  mfght  be  bettered.  (2)  the 
comparis<m  between  the  school 
government  of  Brigham  Young 
University  and  that  of  other 
schools.  A comparison  will  be 
taken  of  over  30  other  universitiea 
and  colleges.  (3)  the  writing  of 
a manual  on  student  government, 
which  will  be  divided  into  sections 
concerning  student  legislature,  the 
control  of  student  funds,  or  or- 
ganizational budgets,  the  incor- 
poration and ^nefits  of  am  honor 
system  or  other  similar  situation, 
the  setting  up  and  direction  of 
student  social  systems,  and  other 
similar  problems  facing  the  na- 
tion's advanced  educational  insti- 
tutions today. 

I,earii  by  doing 

Members  of  the  class  will  be 
given  actual  problems  with  which 
to  work,  It  was  revealey,  and  will 
“learn  by  doing.”  They  will  alao 
be  given  controversial  issues  to 
discuss  ais  a class.  Reports  by 
the  students,  which  will  be  given 
to  the  class  rather  than  the  pro- 
fessor, will  make  up  qne  of  the 
more  important  phases  of  the 
ciass- 

Another  interesting  phase  which 
is  to  be  given  special  treatment 
will  be  the  promotion  of  ideas,  in 
order  to  insure  greater  success  for 
projects  of  all  kinds. 

Agreeing  with  Fillmore  on  the 
need  for  a course  of  this  kind. 
Grow  said  that  in  hia  opinion  the 
course  was  “critically  needed." 

“As  far  as  I know,”  Prof.  Grow 
continued,  "there  are  no  courses 
of  this  type  in  existence  in  any

In  her  concert  tonight  Miss 
Ililsch  will  present  the  music  of 
twelve  great  composers  including 
**Ave  Maria"  by  Schubert,  “Wig- 
entrif"  by  Brahms  and  "Stent^- 
Chin"  by  Strauss. 

Miss  llitsch  started  her  training 

■ on  the  piano  and  later  switched  to 
the  violin.  At  fourteV  she  made  a 
debut  at  the  violin  and  decided  to 
become  a conductor.  The  idea 
■was  bitterly  opposed  by  her  voice 
.teacher.s  who  suddenly  discovered 
that  she  had  a voice  of  unusually 
fine  tone  and  natural  quality  and 
■encouraged  her  to  develop  it. 

After  graduating  from  the  Con- 
servatory In  1934,  the  young  artist 

■ went  to  Berlin  where  she  studied 
: under  the  eminent  Herbert  Lillien- 

thal.  In  1926  she  made  her  debut 

■ at  the  Berlin  State  Opera  singing 
■Ne<kla  in  "Pagliacci,"  after  which 

■ she  .sang  for  two  years  in  princi- 
pal opera  houses  of  Europe. 

Miss  llitsch  sang  top  roles 
throughout  the  war  until  she  was 
thrown  Into  prison  by  the  Nazis 
fur  cooperating  with  the  Resist- 
ance Movement.  After  the  libera- 
tion of  the  Austrian  capitol, 
where  she  was  -held  captive,  three 
and  one-half  months  later,  she 
rejoined  her  company  amd  came 
U*  the  attention  of  Metroplitan 
Opera  officials. 

Besides  being  one  of  the  Metro- 
: politan's  leading  artists  she  re- 
cords for  Columbia  and  has  recent- 
ly completed  an  album  of  Verdi 
duets  with  Richard  Tucker  and 
I Kurt  Baum. 

The  second  of  two  outstanding 
musical  artists  to  be  presented 
this  week,  Miss  llitsch  was  pre- 
ce<led  last  night  by  Nikita  Mag- 
aloff,  the  Internationally  cele- 
brated Russian  pianist,  who  also 
played  in  the  Tabenacle  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Brigham  Young 
University-Community  Concert 
aeries.

It  is  a tradition  at  the  Brigham  Young  University  that  men  be 
accepted  for  their  worth  and  not  for  the  color  of  their  skin.  We  want 
to  continue  this  tradition  and  build  it  to  the  full  power  of  its  promise. 
Only  by  such  a guiding  principle  can  we  achieve  all  the  greatness 
that  is  in  this  institution  individually  and  as  a group. 

We  would  like  the  studentbody  to  help  us  let  the  proprietor  of 
this  barbershop  know  that  we  do  not  feel  such  discrimination  as  he 
displayed  has  a place  here.  He  may  have  the  right  to  deny  service 
t©  students  who  are  uncouth  and  crude,  but  we  do  not  feel  that  he 
can  reserve  to  hiJhself  the  right  to  discriminate  because  of  race. 

There  have  also  been  reports  come  to  us  of  unkind  remarks  made 
by  unthinking  students  to  certain  other  students  because  of  face  and 
we,  as  a council,  feel  that  such  students  should  be  made  to  realize  the 
seriousness  of  their  unkindness. 


We  as  students  can  best  handle  this  situation  by  proper  group

Surely  there  must  be  many  veterans  on  this  campus  who  have 
given  no  mandate  to  any  veterans’  organization  to  represent  them  as 
i^plicants  for  a place  at  the  public  trough.  Surely  there  must  be

^t  treating  them  as  separate,  privileged  caste.  If  you  share  this 
mntiment,  I invite  you  to  investigate  what  is  being  done  in  your  name.

When  Brigham  Young  University  strikes  up  the  band, 
people  stop  and  listen.  It  has  been  that  way  for  several  de- 
cades. Long  before  radio,  when  Prof.  Robert  Sauer  led  his 
crew  of  high-necked,  high-buttoned  musicians — they  looked 
like  a regiment  from  Mrs.  O'Riley's  soup  kitchen— people 
flocked  to  public  concerts  and  parades  to  hear  Brigham  Young 
make  music. 

Today  the  band  is  making  a hit  with  the  populace  of  this 
western  area  in  its  weekly  pep  sessions  stuffed  high  in  ong 
corner  of  the  Springville  gym.  People  wonder  how  they  do  it. 
We  do  too.  It  must  take  an  efficiency  expert  to  arrange  even 
a small  fraction  of  the  70-piece  concert  band  in  playable 
fashion  in  two-bits  worth  of  space 
right  next  to  the  ceiling.  How  the 
trombonist  keeps  from  clipping  off  the 
trumpet  player's  ear  and  what  stops 
the  base  horn'  players  from  blowing 
the  entire  section  out  of  the  balcony 
only  one  man  knows.  That  man  is  the 
leader  of  the  band,  Norman  Hunt. 

Norm,  who  has  done  nothing  but 
progressive  things  since  he  became  a' 
part  of  the  music  department,  deserves 
a full  measure  of  credit  for  his  work 
as  assistant  conductor  of  the  concert 
band  and  director  of  the  pep  band. 

When  Brigham  Young  strikes  up 
the  band,  it's  victory  music  regardless 
how  the  game  comes  out. 

If  President  McDonald  has  anything  to  say  about  it,  we'll 
be  breaking  ground  for  our  long-dreamed-of  field  house  early 
this  spring.  Church  and  admisislration  officials  have  been 
checking  plans  for  weeks  in  an  effort  to  locate  the  most  feasible 
proposition.  Although  it's  a very  delicate  subject  to  touch  upon 
on  this  time,  we  can't  help  but  hope  that  the  planning  committee 
doesn't  get  blinded  by  the  glare  of  rt^rift.  An  unofficial  source 
said  this  week  that  the  most  popular  plan  at  present  is  for  a 
building  geared  to  accommodate  only  about  seven  or  eight 
thousand  persons.  A fieldhouse  of  this  capacity  could  very 
well  be  the  Springville  gym  of  1954.  A copy  of  the  Daily  Herald 
printed  in  1927,  carried  a front  page  editorial  stressing  the  need 
for  a field  house  at  Brigham  Young.  The  University,  the  edi- 
torial said,  could  seat  over  3,000  persons  at  practically  every 
athletic  event,  if  it  had  adequate  space. 

That  was  the  case  20  years  ago,  so  please  Mr.  planners 
consider  the  facts  that  Brigham  Young  is  a big  school  now; 
that  Provo  has  near  30,000  population;  that  Orem  has  10,000; 
that  Springville  has  6,000,  that  there  is  no  large  civic  auditorium 
in  Provo  or  even  in  Utah,  that  Salt  Lake  City  is  a mere  45  miles 
away  and  that  our  athletic  material  has  never  looked  so  good. 

We  see  where  Howard  Hughes  is  looking  for  a story  ki 
which  to  co-star  (take  a deep  breath)  Jane  Russell  and  Robert 
Mitchum.  Too  bad  "The  Lost  Weekend"  has  already  been 
done.  It's  true,  Russell  wouldn't  have  much  of  a speaking  part, 
but  then,  who  ever  heard  of  a stage  prop  speaking.  Hughes 
says  he  wants  a big  full  story  and  we  con  understand  why. 
Mitchum  was  just  thrown  in  the  clink  for  smoking  extra-large 
cigarettes  and  Jane  Russell  was  recently  named  "Miss  Campus 
Chest " on  the  University  Utah  cewnpus.

Growls  political  science  students 
visit  state  legislature  and  prison 


The  subject  of  the  “Student  Symposium”  at  present  is  “the  Social  System”.  A 
brief  resume  of  the  situation  is  presented  here; 

A committee,  under  the  leadership  of  John  Jones,  student  coordinator,  made  a 
careful  investigation  of  1he  present  social  system  last  quarter  and  has  recently  made 
the  following  proposals: 

1— None  of  the  existing  units  be  allowed  to  pledge  students  who  are  fresh- 
men for  the  school  year.  1948  and  1949. 

2 — The  organization  of  a social  cultural  end'  recreational  program  which  will 
provide  opportunity  for  every  studerit,  and  in  which  each  student  will  be  expected 
to  participate. 

3 — That  the.student  select  the  organization  rather  thari  the  organization  select- 
ing the  student,  as  is  done  at  present. 

4 — Utilization  of  the  entire  faculty  at  Brigham  Young  University  to  carry  out  a 
student’s  social  integration  as  well  os  his  mastery  of  subject  matter  in  the  class  rooms. 

5 — The  provision. of  adequate  physical  facilities  to  enable  full  realization  of 
such  a program. 

6 — A detailed  study  be  made,  so  that  the  foregoing  principles  be  organized 
in  preparation  for  full  initiation  by  fall  quarter  of  1949. 

At  this  time,  the  freshman  moratorium  is  the  only  suggestion  which  has'been 
put  in  full  effect.'The  other  proposed  changes  have  not  yet  been  voted  on  by  the  • 
Special  Committee  on  Social  Activities  and  by  Dean  Lloyd,  dean  of  students.  They  are 
now  under  consideration  by  this  committee,  composed  of  selected  faculty  members 
and  students. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  committees  report  {UNIVERSE  Feb.  1,7)  there  has 
been  a wide  discussion  of  the  proposed  changes.  There  have  been  several  emphatic 
viewpoints  expressed  in. favor  of  the  changes,  and  against  them.  Students  and  faculty 
members  are  invited  to  put  their  opinions  in  the  form  of  a typewritten  article  of  not 
longer  than  500  words,  and  submit  it  to  the  Student  Symposium. 

A wide  response  is  expected,  and  both  students  and  members  of  the  SCSA 
expressed  their  satisfaction  that  an  idicalive  and  thought-provoking  discussion 
would  be  presented  during  the  following  three  weeks. 


Over  200  political  science  stu- 
dents of  Brigham  Young  Univers- 
ity, directed  by  Stewart  Grow, 
saw  the  Utah  State  Ligistature  in 
action  and  inspected  the  iW-year- 
old  state  prison  in  a class  trip,  to 
Salt  Lake  City  Friday. 

Featured  by  speeches  by  Gov- 
ernor J.  Bracken  Lee,  Attorney 
General  Clinton  D.  Vernon  and 
Heber  O.  Bennion,  Secretary  of 
State,  the  day’s  activities  were 
completed  after  the  capitol  bluld- 
ing  visit'  and  tour  through  the 
state  prisot).  ' 

A statement  by  the  Governor 
that  amused  the  group  was  *‘I'm 
glad  to  see  a ^oung  group  as  this 
that  hasn’t  been  contaminate^ 
with  politics.”  He  continued. to 
state  that  [>olitics  were  not  as 
complicated  as  most  people  tliink 
they  are. 

Following  the  speeches,  the 
group  adjourned  to  visit  the 
Houses  again  before  going  to  the 
State  Prison  at  3 p.  m. 


At  the  prifton  in  Sugarhous'C, 
the  somewhat  smaller  group  of 
students  were  taken  into  the 
walled  prison  and  welcomed  by 
Warden  John  E.  Harris,  former 
BYU  student  and  Provo  Chief  of 
Police. 

The  warden  led  a tour  through 
one  of  the  cell  houses,  and  then 
guided  the  group  to  the  prison 
chapel,  where  a program  of  west- 
ern music  and  songs  were  pre- 
sented by  inmates.  Warden  Har- 
ris spoke  on_the  inside  situation 
at  the  pcison  and  then  introduced 
Val  Hicks,  former  Y student,  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  education  de- 
partment at  the  prison. 

Surprising  figures  releas^  by 
Warden  Harris  are  that  34  per 
cent  of  the  men  that  leave  the  in- 
stitution make  good  and  the  other 
16  per  cent  usually  end  up  back 
in  prison.  He  also  stated  that  only 
one-third  of  the  inmates  arc 
Utahns. 


Summer  school  to  feature  special  education  classes 


The  Department  of  Education 
Will  teach  all  their  regular  courses 
plus  a wide  variety  of  special 
courses  in  the  1940  Summer  quar- 
ter session  at  Brigham  Young, 
according  to  Dean  Reuben  D.  Law. 

In  addition  summer  school  stu- 
dents will  have  a chance  to  attend 
special  conferences  on  "Air-Age 
Education,”  “Guidance  Service  in 
Public  Schools.'*’  and  in  the  audio- 
visual  aide,  the  dean  said.  Efforts 
are  also  being  made  to  organize  a 
conference  la  school  buildings 
problems. 

Rulon  T-  Shepherd,  assistant  su- 
perintendent of  Mesa,  Arizona 
Scltools;  Alta  Miller,  elementary 
supervisor  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education;  Ellsworth  C. 
Dent,  director  of  education  film 
for  Coronet  Magazine:  Glen  Gild- 
ersleove,  head  of  the  music  de- 
partment at  Madison  College,  Har- 
risburg. Va.,  and  Dr.  J.  C.  Moffett, 
superintendent  of  Provo  City 
Schools,  will  supplement  the  regu- 
lar summer  ^School  personnel. 

Prof.  Gildersleeve,  who  ranked 
sui  one  of  the  three  outstanding 
authorities  on  public  school  musid 
hi  Utah,  is  returning  to  the  cam- 
pus by  popular  request.  He  will 
teach  three  courses  in  primary 
grades,  intermediate  and  second- 
dky  school  music. 


Mr.  Dent  will  conduct  Intensive 
audio-visual  workshop  from  June

guage arts  in  the  elementary 
schools  during  the  second  term.

"Since  the  mountain  can’t  get 
to  Mohamet,  it’s  time  Mohamet 
went  to  the  mountain,”  Margaret 
Webster  paraphrased  the  other 
day,  and  so  students  of  Brigham 
Toung  University  will  have  an  op- 
portunity to  see  two  of  Shake- 
speare’s most  famous  plays  this 
month- 


"Macbeth”  and  "Hamlet,”  are 
being  staged  at  the  Paramount 
Theatre  on  March  23,  with  some 
of  the  most  competent  actors  of 
Shakespearean  drama.  This  will 
be  part  of  the  troupes  30-week 
tour  of  22  states  and  80  univers- 
ities. The  company  plans  to  aver- 
age six  performances  a week  while 
on  tour,  Miss  Webster  said. 

The  troupe  is  bringing  their  own 
scenery  and  essential  require- 
ments by  bus  and  truck,  informa- 
tion reveaftd,  and  there  are  only 
22  performers  for  both  perform- 
ances. 

Margaret  Webster,  who  is  na- 
tionally acclaimed  as  the  finest 
director  of  the  Shakespearean 
plays  today,  is  the  daughter  of 
the  well-known  actress  Dame  Mae 
Whitty,  and  her  equally  famous 
husband-actor,  Ben  Webster. 

“The  purpose  of  this  extensive 
tour,”  Miss  Webster  explained,” 
is  to  give  students,  who  ordinarily 
would  be  unable  to^see  live  stage 
performances  of  this  type,  a 
chance  to  attend  these  produc- 
tions.” If  the  tour  proves  suc- 
cessful this  season,  there  will  be 
return  engagements  of  similar 
plays  next  year,  she  added. 

Detailed  account  of  the  troupe 
and  its  forthcoming  tour  was 
given  in  the  current  issue  of 
Reader’s  Digest,  and  has  received 
considerable  comment  in  the  large 
daily  papers  in  New  »York,  home 
of  the  group. 

Students  were  informed  that 
special  rates  are  being  extended 
to  them  for  the  afternoon  matinee 
performance  of  Macbeth  at  2:30 
and  also  the  evening  performance 
of  Hamlet  at  8:30. 

Traveling  in  a bus,  which  has 
been  converted  into  a wardrobe^ 
and'can  be  unloaded  at  the  stage 
door,  the  company  also  has  a 
specially  designed  set  for  each 
performance,  which  can  be  placed 
in  position  in  less  than  one  hour. 

Miss  Webster  has  previously 
sent  questionnaires  throughout 
the  country  to  determine  which  of 
the  Bard’s  plays  were  most  in 
demand.  Hamlet  and  Macbeth 
ranked  in  first  position,  with 
Romeo  and  Juliet  and  The  Mer- 
chant of  Venice  next. 

This  may  be  the  only  time  for 
some  of  the  students  now  attend- 
ing school  to  have  an  opp'ortunity 
to  see  a professional  production  of 
some  of  the  world’s  classic  drama, 
it  was  pointed  out,  and  students 
were  urged  to  avail  themselves  of 
this  occasion.

America  should  de-emphasize 
school  grades,  says  educator 


NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.  (I.P.) — De-emphasizing  of  grades  in  Ameri- 
can education  and  re-emphasizing  "over-all  achievement”  were  ad- 
vocated by  Dr.  Edwin  S-  Burdell,  director  of  The  Cooper  Union,  in  his 
‘Annuel  Report  just  issued. 

"The  only  valid  educational  philosophy  for  the  20th  century,’/  Dr. 
Burdell  said,  is  based  on  an  awareness  "that  a college  education  is 
not  set  up  to  teach  subject  matter  but  to  students.  It  is  my  hope 
that  the  day  may  come  in  American  education  when  less  attention 
will  be  given  to  grades  in  subject  matter  courses  and  when  academic 
progress  will  be  recorded  in  terms  of  over-all  achievement. 

“It  seems  to  me  that  in  the  long  run  we  will  know  more 
about  a student’s,  real  promise  as  an  engineer  if,  after  four 
semesters  of  basic  courses  in  physics,  chemistry,  mathematics, 
and  humanities,  he  is  goven  a comprehensive  examination  a 
problem-solving  type,”  Dr.  Burdell  wrote. 

"He  will  then  demonstrate  not  how  sharp  a memory  he  has,  but 
how  keen  and  resourceful  and  ingenious  he  is  in  bringing  together 
all  the  theory  and  facts  to  which  he  has  been  evposed  to  bear  on 
solving  a resasonable  problem  involving  all  of  these  elements.” 

At  the  end  of  the  student’s  junior  year,  Dr.  Burdell  advocated 
he  should  be  given  another  problem-solving  type  of  examination. 
And  finally,  the  jatudent's  graduation  “should  depend  upon  whether 
or  not  he  can  solve  at  the  close  of  his  senior  year  a variety  of  prob- 
lems which  he  is  most  likely  to  be  called  upon  to  solve  during  his  early 
years  of  practice. 

“I  am  told  It  is  too  much  to  hope  for  one  school  of  engineering 
■ to  adopt  such  criteria  while  167  schools  adhere  to  the  present 
system  of  clock-hour  credits.  Obviously,  there  is  an  opportunity 
for  professional  associations  to  make  recommendations  for  ex- 
periments along  these  lines.”

It  was  really  a Skyline  “Five”  tank  meet  because  3YU  was  the 
only  school  in  the  conference  that  had  no  entrants  for  the  meet. 
Of  all  the  talented  swimmers  and  divers  attending  BYU,  we  could 
have  given  any  of  the  teams  a run  for  the  championship  laurels. 

Respon.sibility  of  organizing  a swimming  and  diving  team  at 
BYU  could  have  been  taken  up  by  at  least  one  of  the  young  athletic 
enthusiasts  wanting  experience  in  that  field. 

Maybe  the  place  to  practice  for  a team  enters  into  the  subject 
That  is  always  a good  question.  I sometimes  wonder  if  arrange- 
ments couldn’t  have  been  made  to  have  one  of  the  pools  nearby 
rented  for  swimming  and  diving  team  purposes? 

Is  swimming  (as  a competative  sport  in  this  p’art  of  the  country) 
not  given  enough  attention  as  basketball  or  football?  Personally  I’d 
really  like  to  see  some  fast  development  on  a swimming  team  here 
at  Brigham  Young. 

The  swimming  classes  scheduled  for  Spring  quarter  will  prob- 
ably help  to  train  and  maybe  reveal  a few  students  who  might  be 
interested  in  organizing  a “water  churning”  and  diving  team  for  next 
year,  being  that  it’s  too  late  for  this  year’s  conference  competition. 

We  have  a student  attending  school  here  from  Roslyn  Heights, 
N.Y.,  who  won  fourth  place  in  the  100-meter  Olympic  trials  last  sum- 
mer. Although  he  (Bob  Nugent)  didn’t  have  the  chance  to  go  te 
London  for  the  world-wide  Olympic  competition,  he  could  prob- 
ably have  out-classed  any  Skyline  Six  entrant  in  that  category  m 
the  recent  meet.  It  is  rummored  that  if  Bob  had  been  in  shape  tar 
the  Olympic  trials,  he  could  have  taken  one  of  the  first  three  places 
with  ease.  Only  the  first  three  winners  in  this  race  were  taken  o« 
the  U.S.  swimming  team  to  the  London  games. 

With  these  new  swirpming  classes  being  started  next  quarter, 
maybe  some  enthusiasm  will  be  stirred  up  for  conference  swimming 
competition  entering  from  the  Cougar  lair. 

These  clauses  are  scheduled  to  have  beginning,  intermediate 
and  advanced  instruction  for  the  water  enthusiasts.  It  is  hoped  that 
a few  diving  instructors  can  be  found  who  have  had  experiei^ 
and  are  willing  to  help  teach  those  students  who  want  to  learn  ta 
dive  from  the  bank  and  low  board. 

If  a new  board  is  installed  in  the  nearby  pool  to  be  used  for  clas- 
ses, it  will  be  a great  advantage  to  those  trying  to  teach  as  well  as 
thosq  learning.  The  board  was  not  in  good  condition  when  this  writer 
visited  it  just  before  the  closing  summer  deadline  at  the  pool. 

Scotty  Deeds  has  been  assigned  to  be  in  charge  of  the  swimming 
classes  next  quarter.  Registration  for  these  classes  was  held  last 
week  and  only  a limited  number  could  sign  up  for  each  class.  Junior 
and  senior  life  saving  classes  will  also  be  taught.

Famous  names  appear  in  halls 

School  has  valuable  pictures

In  the  halls  of  Brigham  Young 
hangs  one  of  the  country’s  valu- 
able and  outstanding  art-  collec- 
tions, according  to  Prof.  B.  F. 
Larson,  head  of  the  fine  arts  de- 
partment. 

The  pictures  which  grace  the 
walls  of  most  of  the  buildings  on 
the  campus  are  a part  of  an  ex- 
hibit that  has.  a slow  beginning, 
but  has  since  grown  to  be  one  of 
the  best  of  its  kind.  Prof.  Larson 
said. 

Dr.  Franklin  S.  Harris  was  pres- 
ident of  the  school  when  the  Uhi- 
versity  began  collecting  fine  art 
pieces  and  obtained  many  as  gifts 
and  bought  several  to  add  to  the 
collection. 

Many  outstanding  artists  do- 
nated a number  of  pictures,  many 
of  which  are  paintings  of  western 
scenes  and  portraits  of  western 
characters. 

Prof.  Larson  states  that  a uni- 
versity should  be  a place  of  cul- 
tural expression.  The  other  arts 
(music  and  speech)  receive  much  j 
attention  from  the  public,  but  the  I 
quiet  pictures  do  not  receive  much 
notice.  What  the  collection  needs

At  the  present  time  the  art  col- 
lection contains  over  900  pictures. 
Among  some  of  the  more  note- 
worthy of  these  are:  A series  of 
85  paintings  and  sketches  of 
Maynard  Dixon;  35  paintings  by 
Lee  Green  Richards;  90  pictures 
by  James  T.  Harwood,  who  is 
considered  the  Dean  of  Utah 
painters  and  has  exhibited  his 
work  in  the  solon  in  Paris;  and 
24  picitures  by  John  Hafen,  a 
Springville  artist. 

One  of  the  most  famous  indi- 
vidual pictures  is  “The  Sculptor” 
by  Lee  Green  Richards.  This  pic- 
ture was  painted  while  he  was  in 
Paris  and  is  a portrait  of  a very 
good  friend  of  Richard’s.  This 
friend  had  just  completed  a bust 
of  Richards,  who  in  return  painted 
his  friend’s,  picture. 

Many  of  these  pictures  are  very 
valuable  and  could  not  be  re- 
placed. Some  of  these  pictures  are 
valued  at  $10,000.  Prof.  Larson 
refused  to  guess  the  value  of  the 
entire  collection.
